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PARIS, Dec. 13 (AP)—A rank- 
ing official today disclosed a ten- 
tative American plan to increase 
United States military purchases 
in Europe by 50 per cent to a 
new high of $1,500,000,000 annu- 
ally, The proposal still must be 
approved, however, by President 
elect Eisenhower's new adminis- 
tration when it takes office next 
month. 


The. idea of the proposed in- 
crease in the offshore procure- 
ment program is to tide the Eu- 
ropean es financially over the 
next two or three years until they 
can get along withoyt any sort 
of United States help. 

The program is also designed 
to help build up a vast- self-sup- 
porting armament production base 
in Europe and to equip the armies 
of the Atlantic allies swiftly.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Dec. 
13 (AP)—A Russian citizen, per- 
sonal assistant of the highest 
ranking Russian in the United 
Nations Secretariat, has been 
barred from re-entry into the 
United States on suspicion of 
spying, an authoritative source 


said today. 

The barred Russian was Nikolai 
Skvortsov, political affairs officer 
of the Security Council depart- 
ment. 

Skvortsov and his boss, Con- 
stantin E. Zinchenko, both have 
been: in the Soviet Union for 
months and are long over-due to 
return to the U.N. There is 
speculation here that Zinchenko, 
originally expected back in Sep- 
tember, will not return and in 
fact may be in disgrace with the 
Soviet government. 

This development was dis- 
closed shortly after Zinchenko’s 
secretary, Evelyn Thaler, ap- 
peared before the Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee. and iden- 
tified herself as a former Com- 
munist. She said she became 
bored with it all and got. out of 
the Communist ranks. She was 
praised by the committee for her 
co-operation.

Hoffman said. 

The objective of the trustees 
was for the foundation “to sup- 
port activities directed toward 
the elimination of restrictions on 
freedom of thought, inquiry and 
expression in the Bnited States, 
and the development of policies 
and procedures best adapted to 
protect these rights.” 

“In the opinion of the founda- 
tion,” Hoffman said, “the many 
controversial problems in_ this 
area can best be acted on by an 
organization that has complete in- 
dependence. The foundation, 
therefore, has asked a distin- 
guished group of men and women 
to form such an independent or- 
ganization, and to study the prob- 
lem and outline a program.” 

Dearmont, who attended the

New York, said the organization 
is still in the formative stage. He 
said its program eventually will 
encompass a broad field of sub- 
jects but that particular empha- 
sis will be given to civil rights.

SNOW 2 FEET DEEP 

IN NEW YORK STATE, 
HIGHWAYS CLOGGED 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP) — 
Northern New York and New 
England struggled today to dig 
out from under heavy snowstorms 
which cost 10 lives and cut off 
power and telephone service in 
many communities. 

It still was snowing early today 
in upstate New York, where state 
police said it was two feet deep 
in places. Telephone service was 
reported “hit or miss,” with sec- 
ondary roads clogged and crews 
battling to keep main highways 
open. 

New England, with most of the 
10 reported fatalities due to high- 
way accidents, had a foot of snow 
yesterday in northern Vermont 
while 3.96 inches of rain deluged 
south and central Maine and 
northern New Hampshire. 


‘AMERICAN MOTHER OF YEAR’ 
IN 1936 COLLAPSES, DIES 


HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Mrs. Frances Eleanor Smith, who 
was named “American mother of 
the year” in 1936, collapsed and 
died yesterday, apparently of a 
7 attack.

MOST REALTY MEN 
PREDICT NO EARLY 
HOUSE PRICE DROP 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) 
-—The price of homes isn’t com- 
ing down any time soon, the 
National Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards predicted today. The 
association’s report is based on 
a survey of real estate boards in 
245 communities. 

Ninety-one per cent of the 
boards taking part in the survey 
predicted stable or even higher 
prices for new homes in the next 
six months, Only 9 per cent fore- 
cast prices would drop, 

About 50 per cent expected 
prices of existing homes to re- 
main stable, and 10 per cent 
predicted higher prices.

Murphy 
said the plant would operate at 
capacity within one week. He 
estimated about 90 per cent of 
the men would be on the job 
Monday. 

Company and union spokesmen 
promised quick co-operation with 
the order issued in Buffalo. dis- 
trict court yesterday by Judge 
John Knight, but the union said 
it would fight the injunction in 
court, 

Joseph P, Molony, state direc- 
tor of the United Steel Workers, 
said he had told officers of the 
striking locals to order their men 
back to work. He said the union 
was a “responsible and law-abid- 
ing” organization.

Weeks, Boston industrialist and 
politician, met reporters in the 
office of Secretary of ‘Commerce 
Sawyer.

Weeks said also he thinks for- 
tign aid “can and should” be re- 
duced, the excess profits tax 
should be junked as soon as pos- 
sible and that caution should be 
used in cutting tariffs. 

Weeks said that if raw materi- 
als do not present a problem, and 
if “the demobilization era is han- 
dled intelligently I think business 
can go along at about this level” 
when defense expenditures de- 
crease. 

Asked if he thought the Gov- 
ernment should “get out of busi- 
ness,” he said: 

“I don’t think Government was 
conceived to be in business.” 

_ He said he preferred to see pri-_ 
vate funds flow abroad in place 
of Government aid, but that pri- 
vate investments abroad should 
“be under the protection of the 
Government.” He indicated he 
meant the United States should 
only encourage such investments

Gibson finally was elected, 10 to 
8, on the fourth ballot, after be- 
ing tied, 9 to 9, on the first three 
ballots with or Edgar J.

As president pro tem, Kinney 
will name the chairmen and mem- 
bership of all ¢tanding Senate 
committees.

As the Republicans will con- 
trol the 1953 Missouri House of 
Representatives, Donnelly’s posi- 
tion as Governor would have been 
untenable if the Senate had fall- 
en into unfriendly hands, even 
though nominally controlled by 
his own party. 

Avoided Showdown. 


Keating had been mentioned 
earlier as a possible candidate for 
president pro tem. The insur- 
gents decided, after Donnelly’s in- 
tercession for Kinney, to avoid a 
showdown ‘fight on that position 
and center their efforts on the 
job of floor leader. If they had 
succeeded, they would have des- 
troyed part of Kinney’s effective- 
ness as the top Senate leader. 

Earlier this year Kinney had 
agreed to support Senator An- 
thony M. Webbe of St. Louis for 
president pro tem, as Webbe was 
in line for the job because of 
seniority. 

Kinney, a member of the Sen- 
ate for 40 years, will become one 
of the few Senators in Missouri 
history to hold that job twice. 
The St. Louis Senator was presi- 
dent pro tem in the 1933 Senate. 

The caucus later elected Keat- 
fing as caucus chairman and 
named Senator J. F. Patterson of 
Caruthersville caucus secretary. 
Joseph A. Bauer of St. Louis was 
re-elected Senate secretary; Alex 
Stephenson of Canton re-elected 
sergeant-at-arms, and Turner 
Bryap of New Bloomfield was 
named doorkeeper.

TREE IS PLANTED 
AT CITY HOSPITAL

A 31-foot-tall Austrian pine, 
one of the largest trees ever 
transplanted in St. Louis, was 
placed yesterday near the receiv- 
ing entrance of City Hospital to 
be decorated with lighted orna- 
ments for the Christmas season. 

The “ball,” including roots and 
dirt, weighed about 4000 pounds 
and the tree itself another 750 
pounds, it was reported by 
Gregory J. Griesenauer, city 
landscape architect, He and El- 
bert Olmsted, city forester, said 
they believed the tree was the 
largest ever transplanted “in or 
by the city.” 

The job was done by seven 
men, responding to a City Hospi- 
tal plea for a large and living 
tree that would last for many 
years. Griesenauer said the tree 
was planted in 1929 about 300 
yards from the old mounted po- 
lice station in Forest Park. An 
Austrian pine was chosen, Grie- 
senauer explained, because this 
variety of evergreen is especially 
hardy. and well suited to the 
climate of St. Louis. 

The Austrian pine thrives on 
limestone, Griesenauer said. For 
this reason the base of the hole 
was filled in with limestone fer- 
tilizer and was well watered.

REPORTS SPREAD IN USE 
OF FLUORDE IN WATE 


Nearly 500 Communities 
Have Added Chemical, 


Public recognition of the bene- 
fits of fluoridation. of municipal 
water systems is evidenced by the 


fact that nearly 500 communities 
are presently receiving water to 
which fluoride is added in con- 
trolled amounts, Dr. Roy Doty, 
secretary of the Council on Ther- 
apeutics of the American Dental 
Association, said here last night. 


He was one of the participants 
in a/panel discussion on “What's 
New in Dentistry” at Washing- 
ton University. 

“Do not expect the maximum 
benefits of fluoridation to be ob- 
tained immediately,” Dr. ‘ Doty 
said. “The greatest degree of 
protection against tooth decay 
will be obtained by those children 
who use the fluoride water from 
infancy.” 

For this reason, Dr. Doty con- 
tinued, fluoridation should not be 
delayed unnecessarily. He said 
that the protection derived from 
the fluoridation process “fortu- 
nately will be retainéd through- 
out life so that eventually the en- 
tire continuous-resident popula- 
tion will receive the benefits.” 

He said it should .be noted that 
many industrial procedures, in- 
cluding cheesemaking, food pro- 
cessing, brewing procedures and 
other industrial activities have 
proceeded in normal fashion in 
localities where the water has 
contained fluoride in higher con- 
centration than that employed in 
controlled fluoridation. 


Dr. Doty pointed out that the 
American Dental Association, the 
American Medical Association and 
the United States Public Health 
Service have indorsed the fluor- 
idation process for municipal wa- 
ter systems. 


Staff members of the School of 
Dentistry who participated in the 
panel were Dr. O. W. Brandhorst, 
dean of the school, who acted as 
moderator; Dr. Ruth Martin, pro- 
fessor of dental pediatrics, who 
spoke on “Children’s Dentistry”; 
Dr. L. Woodrow O’Brien, asso- 
ciate professor of dental pedi- 
atrics, “Treatment of the Cleft 
Palate and Cleft Lip,” and Dr. 
Theodor Rosebury, professor of 
bacteriology, “The Antibiotics.”

RETURN OF SLOT 
MACHINES SEIZED 
BY FBI ORDERED

United States District Judge 
Casper Platt at Danville, Ill, yes- 
terday ordered the return to 
their owners of 635 slot machines 
seized last March by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in East 
St. Louis. The Government has 
failed to prove the owners subject 
to prosecution under the John- 
ston Act, he held. 

In his opinion, Judge Platt said 
the gambling devices were not 
subject to federal seizure because 
the owners had not been proved 
to be dealers, They merely leased 
the machines, and did hot buy or 
sell them, he said, 

Owners of the slot machines, 
which are valued at about $300,- 
gro, are Kermit Reay, operator of

Eight crash warning signals 
were placed in operation on the 
Express Highway at 2 p.m, yester- 
day.

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Protest to the County Council 

The County Council invited indignation by its 
mad rush to fill a council vacancy from the 
Third district. Now the council has received a 
deserved protest from seven Republican district 
committee members, who represent 40 of the 55

protest is clear from the record: 


On. Dec. 3, the County Council aceepted the 
resignation of Arthur W. Schmid, Third district 


_ couneilman and a Republican. 


In the same meeting the council chose Mayor 
Eugene Buechler of Vinita Park to serve out 
Schmid’s term. Two members warned the coun- 
cil it should find. out how the Third district felt 
about the matter. 

The very next morning, Buechler was sworn 
in by a deputy county clerk on orders of County 
Supervisor Matthews. Customarily a new mem- 
ber is sworn in before the council itself. 


Thus the council majority did not give the 
Third district citizens or the district’s Republi- 
can leadership any opportunity to express an 
opinion on their new council representative. It 
is true that the council has the legal right to 
“select” somebody to fill a vacancy, but it made 
its “selection” from a list of one. The choice 
was signed, sealed and delivered before the dis- 
trict to be represented even knew there was a 
vacancy. 
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The Rearward Seat Does It Again 

An airplane crash at Salisbury, England, of- 
fers. cumulative evidence and a fresh reminder 
that for: safety’s sake passengers’ seats on air- 
planes should face the rear. The four crewmen 
on the plane that wrecked at Salisbury were 
necessarily facing forward and all were injured. 
The nine passengers were facing rearward and 
all escaped uninjured. 


The British Air Ministry says, “This is not the 
first example of the terrific added safety back- 
ward4acing seats give aircraft passengers.” The 
ministry’s own analyses offer convincing proof 
that in two other accidents the backward-facing 
seats have saved life and limb. They cushion the 
shoek. There are indications, on the other hand, 
that the safety belts which are a feature of for- 
ward-facing seats can sometimes make the effect 
of the shock worse. 

Australia is so much persuaded by the evi- 
dence that it has made backward-facing seats 
compulsory. The commercial airlines in this 
country are against it because. they say the pub- 
lic wouldn’t like it. When the public has spoken 
for itself, as the British did in a survey by 
the Forty-sixth British Transport Command, the 
majority either preferred the backward facing 
seats or didn’t mind, 

The United States Civil Aeronautics Board 
is urging: adoption of the idea. If passengers 
who see the sense would speak to the airlines 
about it, they might be surprised and pleased 
at the influence they can exert. 
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Too Much Whisky? 


The whisky distillers are getting ready to 
ask the new Congress for help. They want a re- 
duction in the current federal tax of $10.50 the 
gallon. And they also want some moderation of 
the rule which requires whisky to be withdrawn 
from bonded warehouses and the tax paid on 
it after eight years. . 

Continued enforcement of the eight-year rule 
would force the withdrawal of almost 300,- 
000,000 gallons above normal consumption in the 
next decade, according to industry estimates. 
And taxes would have to be paid on this whisky. 
for which there is presumably no market, And 
there is no market,’ it is argued, because taxes 
are too high. 

This is not the ordinary plea for tax relief. 
The increase in the federal tax from $9 to $10.50 
reduced instead of increased the Government's 
income from this source. The higher rate was 
paid on about 25,000,000 fewer gallons. State 
governments suffered a comparable loss of in- 
come. And 53 of the 63 distilleries in. Kentucky 
have been shut down. This loss of employment 
also extends to barrel factories and other asso 
ciated industries. . 

The distillers, however, believe that there has 
been no reduction in whisky consumption in the 
United States: More and more people simply 
of legal, tax-paid whisky. And there is much 
more cause for concern about the revival of

South Carolina and Virginia were said to be 
ready to abolish their public scheel systems if 
that happens, and other dire results were hinted 
at. But as Justice Reed remarked, if the question 
to be decided is the wisdom or expediency of 
abolishing segregation, the advantages or disad- 
vantages of mixed schools, then this is a legis- 
lative and not a judidial decision, 

Yet there is an issue before the Supreme 
Court, and it is a great one. In all. simplicity, 
the issue is whether racially segregated schools 
constitute inequality within the meaning of the 
Fourteenth Amendment, which guarantees to all 
citizens the equal protection of the laws. 

Fifty-seven years ago the court laid down its 
doctrine that equality could be achieved“under 
separate school systems if the facilities accorded 
both races were “equal.” Now, after half a cen- 
tury of social development, the time has come 
for a historic reinterpretation, and the more dif- 
ficult question is: Does' separateness alone con- 
stitute inequality? 

The question is not one of expediency. It is 
not one of social adjustment. It is a question of 
constitutional rights: Are the riglits of Ameri- 
can citizens violated by racially segregated 
schools? . 

Much depends upon the court’s answer. 
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. The Hunt Is On 


The deer season is over. The typewriter has 
replaced the rifle as a means of determining 
what is done about hunting fatalities, and it is 
safer that way. So we are glad to reprint on 
this page another statement from Dan Saylts, 
editor of The Missouri Conservationist, one of 
the best magazines around here. ‘ 

Mr. Saults contends that public education in 
gun safety is the best answer to hunting acci- 
dents. He agrees that carelessness is the main 
cause of such accidents, but doubts that any 
licensing test could prevent carelessness “any 
more than driver’s tests expose the hot rodder.” 

Driver’s tests do not expose all dangerous 
drivers, of course, But licenses can be withdrawn 
from drivers who are dangerous. Some instruc- 
tion is given, too. It still seems possible that 
hunting safety might be improved by such meth- 
ods, for a gun is as dangerous as an automobile, 
though not used so often. 

The editorial to which Mr. Saults refers also 
suggested consideration of legal penalties in 
hunting accidents. Wisconsin now considers these 
so-called accidents to be negligent homicide, en- 
tailing the possibility af a stiff fine. 

In Missouri last week a man was killed when 
a hunter fired at a noise in the bush. It appears 
likely that a hunter would be less ready to fire 
at & noise in the bush if he knew that he faced 
a penalty for a mistake. 

These are possible measures to add to safety 
education. In any'event, we agree to accompany 
Dan Saults in looking for better safety plans.

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A Safe Place in Kansas City 

President Truman’s. official papers are to be 
stored temporarily in the Jackson county court- 
house at Kansas City.

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When the Presidency Is Streamlined 


-When President-elect Eisenhower considers 
the streamlining of his executive department of 
the Government, there is one area to which we 
hope he will give special attention. That is the 
area composed of independent offices and cor- 
porations and semi-independent commissions. 

Federal corporations have demonstrated so 
many advantages that something on the order of 


- 100 of them have been created since the first 


one was set up 48 years ago to operate the Pan- 
ama Railroad. The greatest weakness of the de- 
vice is the lack of means for’ the President's of- 


. fice to keep a thorough and constant check on 


them. The President himself cannot perform all 
the other crushing duties of his office and at 
the same time keep well informed, through re- 
ports and otherwise, of what such agencies as 
the RFC, the FDIC and the Export-Import Bank 
are doing. 

Oftentimes, in the case of independent regu- 
latory agencies, Congress has:actually intervened 
to prevent the President from exercising the 
general supervision which must be exercised 
over them if the executive branch is to have co- 
herence. As James M. Byrnes, assistant professor 
of political science at Williams College, says, 
the main result has been to make the commis- 
sions less responsive to majority rule and more 
susceptible to minority rule as reflected in pres- 
sures from members of Congress and lobbyists. 

Part of the solution, therefore, is to make all 
agencies of the executive branch answerable to 
the head of that branch, the President. Another 
part of the solution is to equip the Presidency 
with assistants who can help discharge the duties 
of exercising a general purview over all the au- 
tonmomoug and semi-autonomous parts of the 


executive department.

‘Your Sunday editorial on “The Wrong 
Targets” concerning the four men who 
were killed in the deer. woods last week 
was well taken, although it should be 
pointed out that two rabbit hunters and 
a farmer who had taken his rifle along on 
his tractor, in case he saw a crow, died 
from a muzzle blast that same weekend. 


But I can’t agree altogether with your 
analysis of the causes—or, rather, while I 
agree with the causes, we differ on em- 
phasis. For instance, on this year’s rec- 
ord, three of the five men who died (in- 
cluding one late on the last day of the 
season) were in remote areas far from 
other hunting parties. On Drury public 
hunting area, averaging one hunter per 
three acres and a single-day harvest of 185 
deer, not one person was injured. The 
record was just as clear in the newly- 
opened Indian Trail area, where nearly 

gunners worked only 9000 acres. 

The last of the five victims died from a 
self-inflicted wound; the other four were 
shot by someone else. In three cases, the 
man firing the shot and all other circum- 
stances are known. In these episodes, the 
handler of the fatal weapon knew how to 
use his gun well enough that, each time, 
he fired only one shot. There was no 
ignorance in regard to weapons here. It 
isn’t necessarily true that ability to handle 
a gun means care in the field. 

Let me make it plain that hunter con- 
centration and unfamiliarity with weapons 
do cause hunting “accidents,” but they are 
not the major cause, in my opinion. The 
important point, also listed in your edito- 
rial, is what you called “downright care- 
lessness.” No pre-licensing test can dem- 
onstrate that factor, any more than driv- 
er’s license tests expose the hot-rodder. 

Actually, Missouri has been lucky in 
past years. Since deer hunting was re- 
opened in 1944, there have been only two 
“accidental killings’? due to hunting, and 
one of these is still dubious. There have 
been deaths from heart disease, and a cou-

safety frequently over radio stations; the 
Post-Dispatch recently reprinted one of 
several articles The Missouri Conservation- 
ist has carried in the past year urging 
caution in the hunting field. 

This is educational work. And, inter- 
estingly enough, such work has been in- 
tensified during the past year—just before 
our most disastrous deer season. 

So what’s the answer to the problem of 
individual carelessness, to the lone and 
n in his 
hands? Guns don’t cause accidents; one 
man does, and only he can prevent them. 
Other states have found the problem on 
these lines—but none of them has found 
an answer. Last year, 411 hunters were 
killed or injured by gunfire in Pennsyl- 
vania, and that state knows to do only 
what it and Missouri and all other states 
have been doing: Keep plugging at the 
educational approach. 

The Missouri commission is seeking oth- 
er answers, just as other states are. Edi- 
torials like yours may help us find them 
and certainly will serve to remind the 
hunting public of the danger. 

It seems improbable that anyone (ex- 
cept potential hunting companions) can 
ever do anything about the gunner who is 
emotionally unstable, the man who cannot 
control his reactions at the critical mo- 
But I can see no other answer now 


until someone, somewhere, comes up with 
a better plan. If we learn one, I'll let 
you know.

In a recent issue, Contributing Editor 
David J. Dallin made known the existence 
of an interesting exchange of correspond- 
ence we have been having with the Post 
Office Department since May. Since the 
nature of this exchange has now excited 
some press comment, we present here the 
pertinent facts. 

On May 29, we wrote the Post Office to 
inquire why Mr. Dailin had not been re- 
ceiving the Soviet magazine Bolshevik, 
which Mr. Dallin required for the prepa- 
ration of his New Leader column, since 
mid-1951. We made this inquiry after hav- 
ing checked with the Soviet distributor of 
Bolshevik in New York and discovered 
that the magazine was still being mailed 
regularly from Moscow. 

On June 12, the Post Office replied 
that “copies of a number of publications 
received from the U.S.S.R. during the past 
year have been destroyed as matter non- 
mailable under Section 36.5, Post Laws 
and Regulations of 1948, for the reason 
that they constituted political propae- 
ganda.” 

On June 16 The New Leader informed 


On July 28, the Post Office replied that 
it had referred our last letter to its solici- 
tor and that he 
consi 


the matter under * 


for some strange reason, the Post Office 
permits American subscribers to receive 
Pravda and Izvestia! 

This fact destroys the basis for the Post 
Office’s censorship of Bolshevik as “politi- 
cal propaganda,” because the newspapers 
Pravda and Izvestia constitute far more ef- 
fective political da than the high- 
ly abstruse Bolshevik, yet they are allowed 
to be circulated. 


Taking up the cudgels in defense of the 
free flow of information—in this case, in- 
formation about Soviet affairs and atti- 
tudes sorely needed by Americans and put 
to good use by responsible anti-Communist 
scholars—the American Civil Liberties 
Union has meanwhile entered a strong 
protest with the Post Office. 
dated Oct, 23, the A.C.L.U. sharply pro- 
tested the Post Office’s decision, despite 
frequent court prohibitions, “to act as a 
censor.” 

In reply, the Post Office pleaded that it 
had not withheld delivery of Soviet publi- 
cations “to universities of known standing”

Somber Man of God 


THE BURNING MAN, by Sarah Gertrude Millia. 
(6. P. Putnam's Sons, 310 pas., $3.50.) 
James Hilton in The New York Herald

Toward the end of Sarah Gertrude Mil- 
lin’s new novel, “The Burning Man,” we 
find its hero described as follows: “Jo- 
hannes van der Kemp, whose mother’s 
father had been a burgomaster; whose 
father had been a minister; whose brother 
had been Rector Magnificus of Leyden 
University; who had entered the best 
houses in Holland and Scotland and been 
welcomed as an old friend at Government 
House in Cape Town—Johannes van der 
Kemp, an officer, a doctor, a philosopher, 
a scholar, a minister of God, was sitting in 
a hut in Kaffirland beside a half-naked 
savage woman.” Johannes had gone tod 
South Africa as a missionary and this Hot- 
tentot woman was his only convert. How 
it all happened is the material of Miss 

Millin’s austere and 
tragic story. 
Johannes was born 
.in Rotterdam in 
1747. He had a wild 
and troubled youth, 
which included the 
fathering of a child 
by another man’s 
wife and subsequent- 
ly marriage to a girl 
of poor family who 


Sarah Gertrude Millin army he turned to 

petra medicine, studying 
at Edinburgh; but his turbulent spirit was 
deeply religious, with the result that his 
religion drove him as turbulently as other 
passions. Eventually it drove him to South 
Africa; he traveled there in a convict ship 
whose horrors gave him double usefulness 
as doctor and missionary. 

From 1799, when he arrived in Cape 
Town, to his death in 1811, he sought to 
convert the heathen, but he soon found, 
as many another missionary has done, that 
a job of equal urgency was to convert the. 
Christians, many of whom were slave- 
holders, and for whom the issue of “race” 
was so strong that (as a woman missionary 
told him) “only the power of sex seems 
able to overcome it.” 

Johannes also faced the opposition of 


In the end they broke him. 
It makes a vivid history, unified by its 
characterization of Johannes—‘“the 
man” in whom religion was the dynamic 
force which throughout history has so of- 
ten moved more than mountains. To «a 
man in whom action was geared to faith, 
the idea of race equality was more 
when all behavior matched belief: so that 
when Johannes took a second wife she was 
a slave-girl from Madagascar, and his

Walter Kraft} Oklahoma's fac-| 
ulty representative, visited the 
Southwest Conference faculty 
committee meeting here yester- 
day and made a preliminary in- 
vestigation of the possibility of re- 
joining the Southwest Conference 
“sometime in the future.” 

This was the first official con- 
tact, so far as known, made by 
the member of the Big Seven 
Conference, but it brought alive 
numerous reports of the past week 
that Oklahoma would seek to take 
up where it left off in the South- 
west Conference in 1920. 

The faculty commitee, consider- 
ing a limit on athletic scholar- 
ships and the inauguration: of the 
contract system on high school 
athletes, winds up its meeting to- 
day and will make a statement 
regarding Kraft’s visit according 
to Howard Grubbs, executive sec. 
retary of the conference. 

The Southwest Conference last 
May turned down applications by 
Texas Tech and University of 
Houston for admittance by adopt- 
ing a resolution that in the future 
schools would be admitted only 
by invitation, Whether the South- 
west Conference has invited Okla- 
homa was not revealed but it was 
reasonable to think that such an 
invitation had been extended. 

Oklahoma was in the Southwest 
Conference from 1914 to 1920 
when it withdrew. The Texas- 
Oklahoma game in Dallas is one 
of the features each year, draw- 
ing a packed crowd into tlie Cot- 
ton Bowl. The Big Seven is op- 
posed to this game being played 
in Dallas each year but thinks 
the schools should play on a 
home-and-home basis. It is said 
this is another reason the Soon- 
ers want in the Southwest Con- 
ference. The contract to play in 
Dallas runs out in three years. 

Oklahoma is in the North- 
Central Association which is Op- 
posed to athletic subsidation. All 
six of the Texas schools in the 
Southwest Conference — Texas, 
Texas A&M, Bayler, Texas Chris- 
tian, Southern Methodist and Rice 
—are in an association that does 
not frown on subsidization. Ar- 
kansas, the other member, is in 
the same boat as Oklahoma. 

Athletic directors: and coaches 
of the Southwest Conference yes- 
terday recommended to the fac- 
ulty committee that the contract 
system be invoked to cut down 
the hectice scrambling for high 
school athletes. Under this plan, 
.Similar to one now in effect in 
the Southeastern Conference, if a 
prospective athlete and his par- 
ents sign a letter declaring the 
boy’s intentions of attending a 
certain Southwest Conference 
school, the other schools would 
mot give the boy an‘ athletic 
scholarship. 

The athletic directors and 
coaches also opposed any limit. on 
scholarships, saying the present 
total—an average of 130 per year 
for all sports—appeared in line.

Southwest- 
ern Coach Glenn Johnson, in his 
second year at the Memphis 
school, told about the basketball 
tribulations which help explain 
such results, 

A Coach’s Lament. 

“We don’t have any athletic 
scholarships and it’s pretty hard 
to find basketball players in that 
part of the country,” he said, 
“We're over our head, of course, 
playing teams like Tulane and 
L.S.U but one reason we've had 
such a poor start it that we lost a 
couple of players to the army and 
a couple more on scholastic ineli- 
gibility.” 

So that was Southwestern’s 
side of the story. The Bears’ side 
was happier, of course, as Johnny 
Palcheff’s boys once again showed 
good scoring and a good defense 
which, no doubt, they will need 
when they play the remarkably 
high scoring Marshall (West Vir- 
ginia) team Tuesday night at the 
Field Heuse. 

A 29-point third quarter spree 
gave the Bears their 40-point 
bulge, against Southwestern and 
Washington didn’t really “pour it 
on” because Palcheff used his 
less effective reserves in the 
fourth period.

Mao Tse-tung’s government is 
the first one to have unified the 
country, . restored order and 
thrown out the foreigners. 

In 1842, the British, backed by 
cannon fire, forced the emperor 
to open Chinese ports to West- 
ern traders, with special em- 


There followed a long series of 

political and economic agree- 

ments between the middle em- 

pire and the Western powers. All 

were humilating and dishonor- 

able for the Chinese Government. 
The Unfair Treaties. 

These agreements were called 
the unfair treaties. At one time 
even the Chinese customs com- 
mission was headed by an Eng- 
lishman. * Chinese territory was 
split up into zones of influence 
and the Western powers took 
over the control of the ports, call- 
ing them “concessions.” 

The overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty in 1911 was the signal 
for a period of anarchy, revolu- 
tion and acts of violence. The 
Chinese republic, even under 
Chiang Kai-shek, never succeeded 
in unifying the country. 

Since 1949, China has had a 
central government with author- 
ity over the whole country ex- 
cept Formosa, which is in 
Chiang’s hands; Hong Kong and 
Macao which are British and Por- 
tuguese colonies in the south, 
and Port Arthur and Dairen, 
which are occupied by the Rus- 
sians in the Petchili gulf in the 
north. The present government 
has every intention of occupying 
the rest of the country as soon as 
it is strong enough. 

The Chinese, whether they are 
Communists or not, are very 
proud of their strong government. 
It has proved itself able to keep 
order at home and to maintain 
the honor of China outside the 
country’s borders. They don't 
hide the fact that they are pleased 
the foreigners have been thrown 
out and that China is being run 
by Chinese. 

Mao’s Master Stroke. 

Mao Tse-tung’s master stroke 
was his rapid adoption of land 
reform and his handing over of 
the land to the peasants, 

China is essentially an agri- 
cultural country. Almost 400,- 
000,000 Chinese earn their living 
directly from the soil, but before 
the Communist revolution, 80 per 
cent of the peasants did not own 
the land they cultivated. It was 
owned by nobles, speculators and 
moneylenders, who extracted 
ruinous rents and kept the peas- 
ants in the most utter misery. 

China always has kept a pre- 
carious balance between her natu- 
ral food resources and the size of 
her population. When something 
went wrong with the food supply 
because of a flood, a drouth, an 
epidemic, a war or a revolution, 
5,000,000 or 10,000,000 Chinese 
died of hunger. 

Poverty does not always lead to 
death, but it often can lead to 
ruin. The peasant who had no 
food in reserve to carry him from 
one season to another was obliged 
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HEN you return from a three-week trip to China, you are 
immediately asked simple questions like, “When will the 
revolution bréak out in China? 


Even if you had spent your entire life in China, you would 


be hard put to it to answer such complex questions. It therefore is 
unlikely that a newspaper man who only passed through the country

The redistribution of land {fs 
not a new thing in China. Every 
government has been forced into 
land reform at least once in three 
or four centuries. 

People who know China say' 
that if Chiang Kai-shek had given 
the peasants land, the Commu- 
nists never would have come to 
power,’ It was at the head of the 
list of reforms pro d by the 
Kuomintang, but Ch Kai-shek 
was much too involved with the 
mandarins to dispossess them for 
the benefit of the peasants. 

Great Army Humbled. 

It is hard to see how Chiang 
Kai-shek’s armies, numbering 
more than 3,000,000 men and 
magnificently equipped with 
American weapons, could be so 
shamefully humbled by Mao Tse- 
tung’s forces which were reported 
to be inferior in numbers and in 
arms. The most likely explana- 
tion is this: Chiang Kai-shek’s 
soldiers soon found out that Mao 
Tse-tung was handing out land to 
the peasants in the territories 
which he occupied. 


Since they were peasants them- 
selves and wanted to be free of 
the tyranny of the ngbles and 
moneylenders, they déserted 
Chiang Kai-shek and went over 
to the enemy. In this way, whole 
‘army corps switched allegiance. 
The powerful Kuomintang army 
melted away overnight while the 
Red-backed “army of liberation” 
increased in power. 

They say that agrarian reform 
has cost 2,000,000 lives in Com- 
munist China. It’s probably true. 

Agrarian reform is of such 
intense interest to the Chinese 
people that it has inspired books, 
plays and operas. Nearly all the 
dramas and all the operas which 
are being presented in China— 
and this has been going on a 
long time—use the theme of the 
unhappy peasant, the harsh 
moneylender and the despair of 
the debtor when he is obliged 
to hand over his daughter to ap- 
pease his creditor. 

There are 3,000,000 Chinese 
living on land given to them by 
Mao Tse-tung. Thefe are some 
who say that they may have been 
Communists yesterday, but they 
are conservatives today. Those 
people who understand the Chi- 
nese peasant’s devotion to his 
land say that these 3,000,000 
Chinese would fight to the last 
man to keep what the revolution 
has given to them. 

Under these conditions, Chiang 
Kai-shek has little chance of 
putting his foot on continental 
China. In Chinese eyes he per- 
sonifies foreign intervention in 
Chinese affairs. It seems to me

SEEMINGLY ENDED 


Truman ‘Regrets’ Locke’s 
Resignation— Acheson 
Voices Appreciation 
for Work. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP) 
—President Truman late yester- 
day accepted with “sincere re- 


can aid policies in that area. In 
a speech at Beirut, Lebanon, on 
Dec. 5 he called for increased 
economic aid to Israel and the 
Arab countries. 

Truman's expression of regret 
coupled with a statement by Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson that 
he “greatly appreciated” Locke's 
work indieated that differences 
over policies had been ironed out. 


Letter From Locke. 


In his letter of resignation, sub- 
mitted two days ago, Locke said: 

“Since it is my understanding 
that the Department of State 
finds generally acceptable my 
recommendations regarding the 
urgent need of a capital assist- 
ance program for the Near East, 
subject of course to the necessary 
clearances in the executive branch 
and confirmation by Congress, I 
feel that we now, in effect, have 
a sound economic policy for that 
vital area of the world and that, 
accordingly, I can with a clear 
conscience return again to pri- 
vate business.” 

A State Department official 
said Locke was returning to Bei- 
rut, presumably to settle his af- 
fairs there, before his resignation 
becomes effective Jan. 5. 

In announcing his recall, the 
department noted that there were 
“obvious differences of viewpoint” 
between the envoy and the de- 
partment. 

Press Officer Lincoln White 
told newspaper men yesterday,

In .the speech that Jed to Tis 
recall, Locke criticized what he 
called “failures” in the Point IV 
program of technical assistance in 
the Middle East. 

Noting that United States pol- 
icy calls for limited dollar aid 
and emphasis on farm, health and 
technical projects in the Middle 
Fast, Loke said this was “inca- 
pable of yielding the large results 
required in the time at our dis- 
posal.”

BIGGEST AIR RAID 
DRILL MAKES GHOST 
CITY OF NEW YORK 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP), — 
New York became a ghost city for 
15 minutes today in the biggest 
air raid drijl since World War II. 

At 8:30 a.m. 579 sirens went off. 
The all-clear was sounded 15 min- 
utes later, 

Civil defense workers went into 
action at the alarm, waving pe- 
destrians into building shelters. 
Policemen halted traffic, ordering 
drivers to leave their cars and 
get inside. Only the subways 
kept moving ‘underground as New 
York went all out to try to act 
as if a bomb really had been 
dropped.

T It is the gift of independence. : : 
Every parent, no matter how large his bank account, can 
give his children this priceless independerice by allowing each 
‘child to make his-own decisions and assume more and more 
responsibility as he grows. ae 
When mothers or fathers over-protect their children, they 
deprive them of*the chance to grow into mature men and 
women, . 
This “smother love” actually arises from the mother or 
: father’s own psychological needs, Superficially, it seems like 
a desire to do an extra good job. But it makes leaving home 
for military service or a university a catastrophic event. 
Mother’s abnormal over-indulgence of her child can prevent 
a happy and satisfying marriage when the child is grown. 
Rik: & 
; MANY MOTHERS and fathers do have a normal relation- 
ship with their children, allowing them increasing freedom as 
they become older. But Army sergeants, military chaplains, 
ministers, social service workers, marriage counselors and 
physicians have again and again seen the tragic results, the 
immaturity, resulting from “smother love.” 
Parents have as definite a responsibility to wean their 
children from psychological and social dependence as they 
have to wean them from the bottle or breast. , 
Strong, mature personalities, no longer dependent upon 
mother and the home atmosphere, are the culmination of 
many little adventures in independence. These begin with 
early childhood play and the settling of differences among the 
children without mom’s intervention. 
After the child has been suitably instructed and is old 
enough, crossing the street alone is another step. Gradually 
being allowed to select his own clothes also encourages self- 


reliance. A definite weekly allowance of money instead of 
giving it on request is definite education in independence. 


HIS Christmas season is\an appropriate time for you par- 
ents to consider the greatest gift of all for your children.

SCHOOL-AGE children should select the gifts they wish 
to give other members of the family at Christmas or birthdays 
instead of depending on mom to do the buying and wrapping. 
Children’s parties and later high school proms are other steps 
on the road to personal independence from mother. Overnight 
visits to other children’s homes, if that is the custom in your 
locality, help train the child in self-reliance. 

So does travel alone on a train or airplane, perhaps on a 
visit to relatives, help strengthen the child’s independence. 
Summer camps are an invaluable antidote to “smother love.” 
However, your child will be agonizingly unhappy if he has not 
had adventures in independence before going away to camp. 

One of the greatest gifts for your children is simply let- 
ting them grow up, learning to do more and more without your 
‘help. You can be proud of a job well and unselfishly done 
when your offspring is an adult emotionally as well as in 
height and years, a mature person able to deal with other 
men and women without having to lean on his mother or 
father.

, “While Soviet Russia makes 
propaganda hay with its phony 
sympathy for colonial peoples, 
the United States is siding with 
the so-called ‘imperlialists’—and 
is abandoning a previously stated 
principle to do so.” 

The fact is the United States 
has not abandoned its. previous 
position on the. question that 
Tunisia should be heard. 

On a new proposition the 
United States voted with Great 
Britain and France, feeling that 
the treaty between France and 
Morocco, which gives France con- 
trol of international affairs for 
Morocco, made this a different 
case from that which had pre- 
viously come up. This, however, 
does not mean that the United 
States has in any way changed 
thé position it took about having 
this case discussed. 
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IT WAS NOT until a few days 
ago that I heard of a column 
which it was said that I had 
broken a pact that was made at 
a meeting in Washington when 
all of those working in the U.N. 
were said to have agreed to take 
no part in the political campaign. 

I want to state emphatically 
that I was never asked to attend 
such a meeting and never did at- 
tend such a meeting. 

In my work in the U.N., I have 
always worked on a nonpartisan 
basis. I think I have been equal- 
ly co-operative with Republicans 
and Democrats inside and outside 
the U.N. on subjects touching the 
work of the world organizations.
